For 
example, Chau teaches claim 1 and one of the limitation claimed step of "storing an element record for every element of said plurality of 
elements in an element table of said relational database so that said relational database includes a plurality of element records, wherein 
each element record includes a unique element ID, and an element data set" teaches as XML enables storing entire XML documents into 
a database. The rootjd in the application table is unique element ID and the user creates rootjd as a primary key of the application table. 
When there is no primary key in the table, then XML system create a primary key as DXXROOTJD and all side tables will have this key 
(Fig. 3, col. 6, lines 38-40; col. 18, line 67 to col. 19, line 1 and col. 17, lines 55-61). 
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
